dier General. We understand Ol Hartow has 
resigned his seat in Congress, where his knowl- 
edge of military affairs will be much missed. 

The Cofprb Crop in Brazil — The circular 
of Messrs. Maxwell, Wright, & Co., Rio de 
Janeiro, dated tho 7th of May, contains the 
following in relation to an insect in the coffee 
plant: 

We are sorry to say the coffee plant has been 
attac ked in several efetricts hy an insect, which, 
blighting the leaves, causes thorn to fall off, thus 
seriously affecting the immature fruit. The 
cause may to come extent, aff.-ct the out turn ot 
the now growing crop, but we hope and believe 
if will not permanently a ect the plant, as we 
learn that in some eaj^oe, where tiie plants have 
been stripped of their leaves, new ones are begin- 
ning to appoar. The matter, however, is consid- 
ered sufficiently serious to command the attention 
of the government, and a commission has been 
appointed to investigate the nature of the dis- 
ease, and to suggest a remedy. 

Tax on Pkoit.kay or Alien Enemies. — A t a 
meeting of the Montgomery (Ala.) City Council, 
on the 1st inst., the following resolution was 
adopted: 

Resolved , That a tax be and b hereby levied 
on all property belonging to alien enemies living 
out of the Confederate Slates, both real and per- 
sonal, said tax to amount to 5 per cent, on as- 
sessed value of real estate in the city limi’s. on 
personal property consisting of negroes, a tax of 
$20 on negro men, ^ilOon women, $5 on children, 
ar d where it consists of stock in corporations, a 
tax of b per cent., aud that the clerk be instruc- 
ted to collect said ta 

The Army and Navy — We hive already 
given the main features of the bill reported in 
the U. S. Senate to organize a militia force to be 
called the “National Guard of the United States.” 
Tbe proposition is a novel one in this country, 
eliciting considerable dheusdon and speculation, 
and we therefore subjoin a mere abstract of the 
provisions of the bill. 

Section 1 provides for tbe organization of a 
volunteer force, jo consist of 210, 00U rank and 
tile, to be formed into 200 regiments, divided int 
12 companies of 100 men, apportioned among 
i he Statos pro rata, according to their reprehon?- 
iriion in the fJouso of K.-presentativee. and for 
the Territories and the District of Columbia as 
for the smallest Slate, to be called the National 
Guard. 

Section 2 provides that the Guard shall bo 
composed of able bodied citizens and such hs 
have declared th:ir intention to become sucb, In* 
rw»*en 21 and 35 years of age, who voluntarily 
enroll themselves. 

Section 3 provides for tbe ofli* ering of the com- 
panies four to iorm a battaliou aud three battal- 
ions a regiment. 

Section 4 provides that in oach regiment eight 
companies sh:ii be of infantry, two of reilemen, 
one of cavalry or i iff men instruc'od aa Z uavez 
are, ard one of light or field artillery. The vol- 
unteers to reside within convenient distances for 
drills, etc , such as are considered necessary, and 
»» # t be pres-eribed by tho corp mending oiho«re, 
who are to be held reepon**ibie therefor and hhv 
be censured, reprimanded, or court-martialed for 
neglect. 

Section 5 recommends the Staten to appoint of 
tic-r accept able to the volunteers, ami «o com- 
mission nr promote none who have not satisfac- 
torily pitted 'lie examination of tho miliary 
aul appoint*. d by the Governor. 

Section 0 empowers the President to color the 
whole or any p.irr of tbe National Guard into tbo 
Ren ice --f tho United Sutei during > ar, inva- 
sion, insurrection, actual or apprehended, or j.a y 
obstruction of the law- by forces too strong to 
be ovorcome by the civil aim. The Guard to be 
governed by ’the army regulations, and by the 
articles of war when in service, and so far a3 
compatible with tbe volunteer organization, by 
th- former when not io service 
Section 7 empowers the President to designate 
th? officer to command any force called into ser- 
vice, and the pn per gei oril and field officers by 
and with the consent and advice of the 8 natn. 

S* c' ion 8 entitles every officer and p ivato to a 
certificate of enrollment from the Adjutant Gen- 
eral for rii } Guard at. the seat of government, 
w hich fihad ex mpr him from other military duty 
ard entitle him to other exemp'ions and advant 
a*. eft, on oohdi ion that he takes a prescribed oarh 
of allegiance. 

Section 9 provides fi r the sppoinfment of an 
Adjutant General of tbe Guard from tbe Assistant 
Adjutant Generals of tbe army, with p y *'f colo- 
nel of cavalry, with an < ffico at the seat of gov- 
ernment, his printing to be d >no at the govern- 
ment offices, who shall organize this Guard. 

Section 10 provides for a camp » f instruction in 
each Slate, a competent officer of tho army to be 
detailed to instruct, War Department to furnish 
camp equipuge u-d provisions for ten days, the 
men to receive $2 a day while ir. service, ’and to 
pay a fine of $1 for absence; the colonels and cap- 
tains to be held responsible for tbo complete in- 
struction of their command?, and to have power 
to call them ont not exceeding a day a mon h. 

Section 11 require?, three days’ notice of meet- 
ing or mu?ter; the fine for nou-attendance to be 
50 cents to .-yl. Provides heavy fines for disobe- 
dience of call into tbe United States service — 
£300 for a colonel and *50 for a private, if such 
refusal be from disaffection or contumely, the 
person in fault mav be prosecut'd in the United 
State? courts for willful and corrupt perjury. 

Sue. inn 12 enacts that each arm of %he National 
Guard have the same uniform, each different from 
the other aruts, plain, neat, and economical, nnd 
one suit to be furnished at the expense of the 
United States to each person during his continu- 
ance in service. 

Section 13 provides for honorable discharge af- 
ter six years of continuous and frilhful service, 
which shall exempt him from further military 
duty in time of peace. Provides for exemption 
during service from serving on jurie3, and fr >m 
arreet on civil process while going to or from mus- 
ter or service. 

Section 14 provides for tbe enrollment of 80,000 
the first year, 80,000 the second, and 80,0Uij the 
third \ear from tbe approval of tbe act, ro that a 
term of only a third will expire at once, and pro- 
vides for tiie enrollment of candidates to supply 
tho places of those wishing to retire at the expi- 
ration of six years, thoir service to commence 
when the others’ term ends. The pricciple em- 
braced iu this bill to be extended to the officers of 
the Nat ion -1 Guard wishing to retire from service 
at the end of tbo six year?. 

The following is the substance of a bill reported 
in tbe United Siatez Senate, aud referred to a se- 
lect committee:

*TWe pressed through the vast assemblage 
that reccivod Mr. Holt at the Masonic Hall 
last Saturday night in time to hear only the 
concluding portion of his speech. What he 
said in our hearing was levelled directly and 
with not a little scornfulness at the posture of 
neutrality in which the Union men of Ken- 
tucky have planted themselves and the State. 
Mr. Holt’s remarks on this head were more 
brilliant than just; nay, as wc conceive, they 
were not just in any measure. In our opinion, 
they were totally unjust, and, besides, exceed- 
ingly injudicious. We dissent from them al- 
together. 

Mr. Holt, who lias been absent from Ken- 
tucky throughout this entire struggle, surveys 
the politics of the State from the central stand- 
point of the Government; but from this point 
of view* some of the principal elements of the 
solution ho undertakes to review and reverse 
are not socn distinctly if seen at all; and it 
certainly seems to us, that, under such circum- 
stances, a man, possessing Mr. Holt's sagacity 
and actuated by the generous public spirit 
which wc know inspires him, would naturally 
scrutinize closely, and ponder deeply, and hes- 
itate long, before lie ventured to stand op in the 
presence of a people so bravo and loyal and 
enlightened as the Kentuckians aud tell them 
flatly that the thought of their conduct brought 
the blush of shame to his checks! Air. Holt, 
however, appeared to feel no scruples whatever 
on the point. Ho dashed off into a spirit- 
stirring and eloquent objurgation against neu- 
trality without knowing or stopping to inquire 
what the object of his reprehension is or why 
it exists, lu this he was unjust to thousands 
of men w ho arc ns wise and as loyal as him- 
nelf. lie was unjust to himself. 

The ground of Mr. Holt’s invective against 
neutrality is simple. Neutrality, he says, pre- 
supposes inditfcreucc, aud Kentucky, as uSt&tc 
of the Union, cannot without dishonor be in- 
different between those who arc lighting for the 
preservation of the Union and those who arc 
tightiug for its destruction. Now, Mr. Holt, in 
assuming that the neutrality of Kentucky pro- 
ceeds from in difference to the Lsuc of the 
pending struggle, begs the whole question. 
We deny that Kentucky is neutral because she 
is indifferent or indifferent because she i neu- 
tral. The Union men of the State deny if. 
And Mr. Holt must know this. His assump- 
tion is is an atlYont to either the intelligence 
or the integrity of as rational and upright a 
body of men as the world contains 
If Mr. Holt is right, the Unionists of Ken- 
tucky arc a 6et of arrant hypocrites or of down 
right asses. Ho may conclude respecting the 
matter as he thinks proper, but, for ourselves, 
we prefer to think with great respect that he is 
not right but signally wrong. 

Mr. Holt, employing one of those captivat- 
ing figures with which he sometimes 

dazzles his own judgment scarcely less 
than the fancy of his audience, de- 
clared that Kentucky has the same in- 
intercst in quelling this rebellion that any par- 
ticular member of the body has in resisting 
the stroke of a poniard aimed at tbo heart 
We admit the justness as well as the force ami 
beauty of this illustration; but is there 
only one mode in which Kentucky 

< an respond to her vital interest in the qu< 
ing of this rebellion? Must all the members 
defend the imperilled life of the body at the 
■amc point and in the same way? If whilst a 
poniard is aimed at the heart a bludgeon 
should bo lifted against an arm, would not the 
arm do well to parry the blow of the bludgeon, 
and leave the other members to fend the stroke 
of the poniard? And because the arm thus 
taxed by a special conflict would be neutral 
between the ]xmiard and the other members 
resisting it, should the arm be pronounced in- 
different to the issue of the struggle? Mr. 
Holt’s fine simile extinguishes his argument. 
Whilst the poniard of rebellion is aimed at the 
heart of the Union, Kentucky, a member of 
he Union, is especially menaced by the Mud- 
~ geon of secession. Kentucky protects herself 
and the Union of which she is a member from 
that uplifted weapon, leaving such other mem- 
bers of the Union as arc at once sound and 
unconstrained to grapple directly with the 
murderous rebellion. The aspect of this situ- 
ation, towards the chief belligerents, is neu- 
trality, but to call it indifference or the off- 
spring of indifference is to be guilty of the 
most grievous of all conceivable improprieties. 

It may be said that Kentucky would have 
been securer and the Union stronger if she had 
left the bludgeon of secession to do its worst 
and rushed off to share in the main contest. 
Mr. Ilolt evidently thinks so. But Mr. Holt 
made no attempt to show the justness of his 
thought. He cited, indeed, certain immunities, 
which the revolting States have granted for the 
occasion to Kentucky and the rest of the loyal 
slave States, as proof that tbo revolting States 
themselves consider the attitude of Kentucky 
friendly to them; but the citation is not rele- 
vant. In the first place, the obvious motive of 
the exemption is merely to strengthen the 
hand- of the secessionists amongst us in their 
unsleeping efforts to carry the State out of the 
Union aud into the revolutionary league; and, 
iu tho second place, the attitudo of Ken- 
tucky is in reality friendly to the revolting 
Slates as well as to the loyal ones, by 
virtue of that pure and fearless de- 
votion to tho common good of both which 
prompted and which governs the position. The 
fact cited by Mr. Holt has therefore no signifi- 
cance in this relation. On the other hand, 
thero arc facts in abundance, which, notwith- 
standing the condemnatory language of the 
President’s Message aud the occasional stric- 
tures of the Northern press, show that the 
President and his advisers and the. people t f 
the North are satisfied with the part Kentucky 
has borne in this struggle, and are conscious 
of neither reproaches in their hearts nor of 
blushes on their cheeks when they think of our 
proad old Commonwealth. They surely have 
reason to be sati&fied. 

The • agacious and determined cuurso pur- 
sued by Kentucky, through the agency of the 
Union men of the State, has not only saved 
the State to tho Union, but has left the Govern- 
ment free to address itself, unfettered by the 
presence of a rampant loo iu the heart of the 
Confederacy, to tho merciless legions of seces- 
sion that arc beleaguering the Capitul. This 
is the fruit of the neutrality of Kentucky as 
respects the Got eminent. As respects Kentucky 
herself, neutrality has kept tho war from her 
fair and innocent borders, aud has preserved 
i ho peace amongst her own people. Beyond 
dispute neutrality put out the torch of par- 
tisan civil war that was lighting in the mid; t 
of ns. The policy was recommended and 
adopted with a full understanding both of its 
constitutional irregularity and of its imperious 
necessity. It has proved even more salutary 
thau the most sanguine of its promoters dared 
to anticipate. Wc owe to it mainly the pres- 
ent commanding and cheering position of the 
State. Moreover, wc arc solemnly pledged to 
maintain it as long as the disunionists will 
sutler us to do so. And wc are thoroughly re- 
solved to redeem this pledge in good faith. 

Such boing the facts, wc can but deem 
Mr. Ilolt s flaming assault upon neutrality as 
mobt unjust and injudicious. For our own 
port, having acted in this matter conscien- 
tiously, with an eye single to the best interests 
of the Union and of Kentucky, and with a 
wide and intimate knowledge of the public 
mind of the State, wc are not disposed to ac- 
cept tamely the rebuke which our excel- 
lent and admirable though too impetuous com- 
patriot, long an absentee from the Common- 
wealth, and fresh from scenes steeped in the 



$aT* The Courier is rude and unmannerly in 
the language it uses in regard to the conductors 
of the Louisville Journal and the character of 
this paper. But such things matter very little: 
we arc heedless alike of the Courier’s condem- 
nations and its commendations. Let the peo 
pie of Louisville, let the people of Kentucky, 
decide between the course of the Journal and 
the course of the Courier. They have decided, 
and they are ready to decide again at any and 
even' opportunity that may be offered. In the 
late Congressional elections, the Courier la- 
bored earnestly and with its whole strength, 
whatever that is, in favor of the secession can- 
didates, and yet its ticket received /ess than one 
eighth of the votes cast in this city and only 
about a fourth of those cast in the State. It 
was rebuked by the most overwhelming major- 
ity ever given in any election in Louisville and 
in Kentucky. Its politics were stigmatized 
as a pestilent nuisance with the greatest 
unanimity of popular sentiment ever man- 
ifested in respect to anything. It stands 
branded as an evil-doer by the' voice of that 
great public, from which there can be no just 
appeal. It would hide its face but that its 
face is brass. With all its effrontery, how- 
ever, it does not venture to flaunt before the 
eyes of this community the sign and emblem 
of its treason; it shrinks from erecting upon 
its ro<»f the stall’ which it prepared to be sur- 
mounted by the Hag of a Government at war 
with tho Government of the United States. It 
deliberately got ready tbo standard of its for- 
eign banner, aud, alter being earnestly ad- 
vised and warned against raiding it, and after 
yielding, from whatever motive, to the con- 
siderations suggested, had the imperturbable 
coolness, lor wc will use no harsher term, to 
tell the public that it had o/tcays advised 
against the raising of any Hags whatever. 

The Courier denounces our course in rela- 
tion to the State Guard. Wc care not. The 
great mass of the people approve our course as 
warmly ns the Courier condemns it, and we 
have much faith in the people and none iu the 
Courier. What wc have said of the State 
Guard L truth, and such truth as it concerned 
the people to know. We have said, what the 
public knows to be the fact, that a very large 
majority of both the rank and file of the State 
Guard arc secessionists, disunu mists, revolu- 
tionists, preferring a foreign couutiy and a for- 
eign Constitution above the country to 
which they owe allegiance and the Con- 
stitution they arc sworn to support. We 
have charged that men swearing to sup- 
port the Constitution of the United States 
whilst At tho same time intending to drive out 
that Constitution from the land and seeking 
arms for the accomplishment of the purpose are 
guilty of the blackest perjury, and the justice of 
the charge is self-evident. Tho whole effect of 
the Courier’s effort in retpect to this matter 
has been to encourage and induco the young 
men of our community to take oaths without 
the least thought of keeping them in spirit or 
in letter, to swear to support the Constitution 
of the United Suites, and then, having obtain- 
ed arms by thus swearing, to use them in vio- 
lation of their solemn obligations. The 
Courier, to the extent of its influence, has 
promoted treason and pcijury and virtually 
theft (for to obtain arms by false swearing is 
stealing) among a class of young men, who, 
under better auspices, might have become and 
might still become an honor to the Stat^ and 
he nation. 

We mentioned on Friday two votes of the 
Military Board of the State on Thursday, one 
of them allowing no further expenditure of 
money for encampments of the State Guard, 
and the other requiring the Governor of the 
State, who is a member of the Board, to call 
in a portion of the arms now m the hands of 
the State Guard with a view to an equal dis- 
tribution between the State Guard ami Home 
Guard as required by the legislative act 
creating the Board. The Courier does 
not believe that the Board have any 
control whatever over the arms in the hands 
of the State Guard; but the Courer's belief or 
disbelief in the case is a matter of precious 
little consequence. The Board have acted not 
only upon their own clear convictions but upon 
the official opinion of the Attorney General of 
the State. We do not apprehend that Gov. 
Magoffin, even though encouraged by the 
Courier, will take the responsibility of refus- 
ing, as a member of tho Board, to carry out 
the requisition of that body. If he does, his 
case will come promptly before the Legislature, 
and his impeachment will soon follow. We 
don’t thmk he will prove refractor}'. 

Wc regret that the decision of the Military 
Board demanding the surrender of a portion of 
the State arms was not rendered sooner. Of 
those members ol the Guard who have recently 
gone in such large numbers into the Southern 
Confederacy to light against the country of 
which Kentucky is a part, sonic have carried 
oil* tho State arms with them. These are 
felons. They arc robbers. They are fugi- 
tives from justice. They deserve the severest 
punishment. Aud they arc likely to have it. 
They seem to be recklessly plucking down upon 
their own heads a severer and deadlier penalty 
than even the violated law, if allowed full 
sway, would inflict upon them. 

Piracy. — We see that lour of the persons 
charged with the seizure of the steamer St. 
Nicholas have been captured and sent as pris- 
oners to Fort McHenry. If convicted, they 
will, we presume, be executed as pirates. 

The piracy of these men was of a very ag- 
gravated character. They and their accom- 
plices procured places upon the boat, 
some as boat hands aud others as deck 
passengers, an J, at a stipulated signal from 
their leader, rose upon the officers and 
crew*, and, being well armed, succeeded iu 
taking possession of the boat and running her 
as a privateer iu tho service of the Southern 
Confederacy. 

That this was piracy, atrocious piracy, no 
man of sense can possibly question. Still wo 
see that it is applauded as a chivalrous at t by 
the Richmond Whig, the Richmond Loquirer, 
ami the other leading organs of the seceding 
Statc3. Those organs justify and applaud pi- 
racy, poisoning, secret assassination of ail 
kinds, when resorted to on the side of the 
Confederates. Nevertheless we hope that pi- 
racy aud murder, no matter on which 6ide 
practiced, will, whenever there shall be oppor- 
tunity for punishment, bo punished with the 
ignominious death of the gallows. 

Il seems to us most likely that this war, 
whether just or unjust, is to be waged chiefly 
upon Southern soil, und certainly the jicople, 
around whose own homes a war rages, are pre- 
ci&dy those ho, one might suppose, would be 
most anxious that it should bo divested as far 
a:; possible of its horror • and conducted accord- 
ing to the most liberal and humane rules of 
refined civilization. 



RECEPTION OF THE HON. JOSEPH 
HOLT— THE ADDRESS. 

Wo have never witnessed a popular ovation 
to a public man that could have proved more 
gratifying to the recipient than the demonstra- 
tion at Masonic Temple, on Saturday evening, 
on the occasion of the reception of tho Hon. 
Joseph Holt. The Temple was crowded with 
citizens of both sexes, who met sj>onta- 
neously to do honor to the gallant Ken- 
tuckian, who, as the citizen and States- 
man, had the manlincsss, the courage 
and the patriotism to resist the iniqui- 
tous influences brought to bear upon him dur- 
ing the late administration, bringing all his 
great ability and the mighty weight of his in- 
fluence to the support of the government whose 
existence he had sworn to maintain. 

Mr. Holt was introduced to the audience by 
the Hon. Henry Pirtlc, in the following elo- 
quent terms: 

Mr. Holt: You are welcome to Kentucky, your 
native State, you are welcome to Louisville.’ We 
are proud to shake the hand of a man who has 
l>een so faithful to his public trust — who has done 
honor to his State and honor to the nation. 

Out of Congress (there we had true men) it 
did our hearts good to look towards two Kentuck- 
ians in the service of the groat pnblic, in tbo 
trying times of last winter and spring; Holt at 
Washington (where fraud and treachery raged

ten lion and tho judgment of Christendom; and 
Anderson, left by himself, surrounded by enemies 
in the Bay of Charleston, whose fame shall live 
when the waves of ages shall have worn awav 
the granite of Sumpter and it shall fall undistin- 
guished in the sea. I know you feel yourself 
honored to have his name mentioned now. It 
was you w ho would have relieved him, and helped 
him to maintain the banner of the Union. 

When you camo to the relief of the country 
you infused life into the almost dying State; trea- 
son commenced scattering from Washington, and 
the people of this country l»agan to have confi- 
dence that the Executive branch of the Govern- 
ment was again true to them and the Constitu- 
tion. lour administraii jn of the most important 
division of the Executive Department at tho 
time, was under the most embarrassing circum- 
stances ever been in this country. Your ministry 
was short, and after harm irretrievable had come; 
States were inarched out as if they were not 
States, but a helpless band under the dominion 
of a mob, and under tho frolic of the drum and 
fife; but History will place your name in honor 
when she writes of tois epoch of demoralization, 
of war, and the woes of war. O may she soon be 
able to write for us a 'page of peace and Union! 

Again, in behalf of this people, 1 welcome you. 

Mr. Holt then took the stand amid prolong- 
ed and deafening cheers, and spoke as follows:

Spoken 
by anv l»odv and anywhere, theso words would 
have been cherished by me. but spoken by your- 
self and in the presence ar<l on behalf of (host 
in whose midst I commenced the battle of life, 
whose friendship I have ever labored to deserve, 
and in whose fortunes I have ever felt the live- 
liest sympathy, they are doubly grateful to mv feol- 
ings. 1 take no credit to myself for loving unct being 
faithful to such a government as this, or for ut- 
tering, as I do, with every throb of my existence, 
a prayer for its preservation. In regard to my 
official conduct, to which you have alluded with 
such earnest and generous ccmniendat ion, 1 must 
say that no merit can bo accorded to me beyond 
that of having humbly but sincerelv struggled to 
perform a public duty, amid embarrassments which 
the world can never fullv know. In reviewing 
what ispist, 1 have and shall over have a bitter 
sorrow, that, while 1 was enabled to accomplish so 
little in behalf of our betrayed and suffering 
country, others were enable*! to accomplish so 
much against it. . lou do me exceeding honor in 
associating me in your remembrance with the 
horoof Fort Sumpter. Thero is about fcb name 
an atmosphere of light, that can never grow dim 
Surrounded with his little band, by batteries cf 
treason and by infuriated thousands of traitors, 
the tires upon the altar of patriotism at which he 
ministered, only waxed the brighter for the gloom 
that enveloped him, and history will never for 
get that it was from these tires’ that was kindled 
• hat con Migration that now blazes throughout 
the length and breadth of the land, llravo 
among the bravest, incorruptible and unconquer- 
able in his loyalty, amii all ihe perplexities and 
trials and sore humiliations that be?et him, he 
well deserves that exalted position in tho affec- 
tions and confidence of the people that be now 
enjoys; and while none have bud batter opportu- 
nities of knowing this than myself, so I am sure 
that, none could have a prouder jov in bearing 
testimony to it than I have to night. 

Fellow Citizens: A few weeks since, in another 
form, l ventured freely to express inv views upon 
those tragic events which have brought sorrow to 
every hearthstone and to every heart in our dis- 
tracted country, and it is rot my purpose on this 
occasion to repeat these views.’ or to ongag- in 
any extended discussion of the questions then ex- 
amined. It is not necessary that I should do so, 
since tho argument is exhausted, and the popu- 
lar mind is perfectly familiar with it in all its 
bearings. 1 will, however, with your permission, 
submit a few brief observations upon the absorbing 
topics of the day, and if I do so with an earneit- 
no>s and emphasis due alike to the sincerity of mv 
convictions and to the magnitude of the interests 
involved, it is trusted that none will be offended, 
not even thoso who may mo6t widely differ from 
me. 

Could one, an entire stranger to our history, 
now look down upon the South aod see there’a 
hundred or a hundred and fifty thousand men 
marching in hostile array, threatening the cap- 
ture of the Capital, and the dismemberment of 
the territory of the Republic; and could he look 
again and see that this army is marshalled and 
directed by officers recently occupying distin- 
guished places in the civil and military service of 
the country, and further, that the States from 
which this army ba* been drawn appear to be on* 
vast, seething cauldron of ferocicu.^ passion, be 
would very naturally conclude that "lie Govern- 
ment of the United States bad committed some 
great crimo against its people, and that, this up- 
rising was in resistance to wrongs and outrages 
which had been borne until their endurance was 
no longer possible. And yet, no conclusion could 
be further flora the truth than this. The Gov- 
ernment of the United States has been faithful 
to all its constitutional obligations. For eighty 
years it has maintained the national honor at 
home and abroad, and by its prowess, its wisdom, 
and its justice, has given to the title of an Amer- 
ican citizen an elevation among the nations of the 
earth which the citizen of r.o republic has enj mfi 
since Rome was mistress of the world. Under its 
administration the national domain has sketched 
away to the Pacific, and that constellation which 
announced our birth as a peopie has expanded 
from thirteen to thirty-four stars, all, until re- 
cently, moving undisturbed and undimmed in 
thurorbaof light and grandeur. The rights of 
no State have been invaded; no man's property 
has been despoiled, no man s liberty abridged, r.o 
man’s life oppressively jeopardized by the action 
of this Government. Under its benign influences 
the rills of public and private prosperity have 
swelled into rivulets, and from rivulets into riv- 
ers ever brimming in their fullness, and every- 
where, ar.d at all periods of its history, its minis- 
trations have fallen as gently on the people of the 
United States as do tho dews of a summer’s night 
on t he flowers and grass of the gardens and fields. 

Whence, then, (his revolutionary outbreak? 
Whence the secret spring of this gigantic conspi- 
racy, which, like some huge boa, had completely 
coiled itself around the limbs and body of the 
Republic, before a single hand was lifted ’to resist 
if? Strange and indeed startling as tbo announce- 
ment must appear when it falls upon the ears of 
the next generation, the national tragedy in 
w hose shadow we stand to night, has come tfo on 
us because, in November last. John C. Breckin- 
ridge was not elected President of the United 
States, aud Abraham Lincoln was. This in the 
whole story. And I would pray now to know 
on what was John C. Breckinridge fed that ho 
has grown so great, that a republic founded bv 
Washington and cemented by the best blood that 
has ever coursed in human veins, is to be over- 
thrown because forsooth he cannot bo its Presi- 
dent? Had he been chosen, we well know that 
we should not have heard of this rebellion, fu- 
tile lever with which it is being moved would 
have been wanting to tho hands of the conspira- 
tors. Even after bis defeat, could it have been 
guaranteed, beyond all peradveuture, that Jeffer- 
son Davis or somo of her kindred spirit w ould 
I the successor of Mr. Lincoln, 1 presume we 
hazard nothing in assuming that this atro- 
cious movement against the Government would 
Dot have been set on fcot. So much for the prin- 
ciple involved in it. This great crime, then, 
with which we are grappling, sprang from that 
“sin by which the angels fell '— an unroastered 
and profligate ambition— an ambition that “would 
rather reign in hell than .serve in heaven ' — that 
would rather rule supremely over a shattered 
fragment of the Republic than run the chances of 
sharing with others the honors of the whole. 

The conspirators of the South read in tho elec- 
tion of Mr Lincoln a declaration that the I)emo- 
ocratic party had been prostrated, if not finally 
destroyed by tho selfish intrigues and corruptions 
of its leaders; they read, t< o, tb.st the vicious 
emaciated, and spavined bobby of tho slavery ag- 
itation, or. which they had so often rode into pow - 
er, cou'd no longer carry them beyond a given 
geographical line cf our territory, and that in 
f ruth this factious and treasonable agitation, on 
which so manv of thorn had grown great by de- 
bauching and denationalizing tho mind of a’ peo- 
ple naturally generou6 ord patriotic, had run its 
course, and hence, that from the national disgust, 
for this deraagogueing sr-l from the inexorable 
law of population, the time had come when all 
those who bad no other political capital than this, 
would have to prepare for retirement to privute 
life, so far at loaM as the highest offices of tbo 
country were concerned. Under the influence of 
these gf in discouragements they resolved to con- 
summate at once — what our political history shows 
to have been with them a long cherished purpose 
— the dismemberment of I be Government. They 
eaid to t Beimel vo: : “Since we can no longer mon- 
opolize the great « dices of the Republic ns we have 
been accustomed to do ; we will destroy it and build 
upon its ruins an empire that shall be all our own, 
and whose rnoils neither the North nor the East nor 
the West shall share with us.” Deplorable and 
humiliating a* this certainly is, it is but a ie- 
hearsil of the sad, sad story of the past. We lmd, 
indeed, supp<**ed that under our Christian civiliza- 
tion we had reached a point in human progress, 
when a republic could exist without having its 
Ji r e sought liv its own offspring; but theCatalines 
of the South have proved that we wore mistaken. 
Let no man imagine that because this rebellion 
has been made by men renowned in our civil and 
military history, ’that it is therefore the leas guilt- 
ty or the le3s courageously to bo resisted. It is 
precisely this class of men who have subverted 
the best governments that have ever existed. 
The purest spirits that have lived in the tide of 
times, the noblest institutions that have arisen 
to bless our race, have found among those in whom 
they had most confided and whom they had most 
honored, men wicked enough, either secretly to 
betray them unto death, or openly to seek their 
overthrow by lawless violence. The republic of 
England bad its Monk; the republic of France had 
its Bonaparte; the republic of Rome had its Ce 
sar and its Catalina, and the Saviour of the world 
had his Judas Iscariot. It cannot be necessary 
that I should declare to you, for vou know them 
well, who they are whose parricidal swords are 
now unsheathed against the Republic of me Uni- 
ted States. Ibeir names are inscribed upon a 
scroll of infamy that can never perish. The most 
distinguished of them were educated by the chan- 
tv c. the Government on which they arc now 
making war. lor long years they wore fed from 
its table, and clothed from its wardrobe, ar.d had 
their brows garlanded bv its honors. They are 
the ungrateful sons of a fond mother who dandled 
them upon her kune, who M«h«J upon them the 



gushing love of her noble and devoted nature, ar.d 
w ho nurtured them from the very bosom of her 
life; and now, iu the frenzied excesses of a licen- 
tious ar.d baflled ambition, they are stabbing at 
that bosom with the fen* it y with which the tiger 
springs upon his prev. The President of the L i. - 
ted States is heroically and patriotically strag- 
gling to baffle the machinations of tbesn most 
wicked men. I have unbounded gratification in 
knowing that he hai the courage to look traitors 
in the face, and that, in discharging the duties of 
his great office, he takes no counsel of his fears. 
He is entitled to the zealous support of tho whole 
country, and, may I not add without offence, that 
he will receive the support of all who justly ap- 
preciate the boundless blessings of our free insti- 
tutions? 

If this rebellion succeeds it will involve neces- 
sarily the destruction of our nationality, the 
division of our territory, the permanent disrup- 
tion of the republic. It must rapidly dry up the 
sources of our material prosperity, and year by 
year we shall grow more and more impoverished, 
more and more revolutionaty, enfeebled, and de- 
based. Each returning election will bring with 
it grounds for new civil commotions, and traitors, 
prepared to strike at the country that has rejected 
their claims to power, will spring up on every 
side. Disunion once begun will go on and on in- 
trine of secession, not only will States secede from 
definitely, ami under the intluenceof the fatal dcc- 
States, but counties will secede from States also 
and towns and cities from counties, until .universal 
anarchy will be consummated in each individual 
who can make good hit; position by force of arms, 
claiming the right to defy the power of the Gov- 
ernment. Thus we should have brought back to 
the days of the robber Barons with t heir mo ltd 
castles and marauding retainers. This doctrine 
when analyzed is simply a declaration that no 
physical force shall ever bo employed in execu- 
ting tho laws or upholding the government, and 
a government into whose practical administration 
such a principle has been introduced, could no 
more continue to exist than a man could live with 
an angered cobra in his bosom. If vou would 
know what are the legitimate fruits of secession, 
look at Virginia and Tennessee, which have so 
lately given themselves up to the embrace of this 
monster. There the schools are deserted; the 
courts of justice closed; public and private credit 
destroyed; commerce annihilated; debts repudi- 
ated; confiscations and spoliations everywhere 
prevailing; every cheek blanched with fear, and 
everv heart frozen w r ith despair: and all over that 
desolated land the hand of infuriated passion and 
crime is waving, with a vulture's scream for 
blood, the sworn of civil war. And this is the 
Pandemonium which some would have transferred 
to Kentucky. 

But I am’ not here to discuss this proposition to- 
night. I wish solemnly to declare before you and 
the world, that I 'am for this Union without con- 
ditions, one and indivisible, now and forever. I 
am for its preservation at anv and every O03t of 
blood and treasure against all its assailants. I 
know uo neutrality between my country and its 
foes, whether they be fm-eign or domestic; no 
neutrality between that glorious llig which now 
iloata over us, and the ingrates and traitors who 
would trample it in the dust. My prayer is for 
victory, complete, enduring, and overwhelming, 
to the armies of the republic over all its enemies. 

I am agaiust any and every compromise that may 
be proposed to be made under the guns of the 
rebels, while at the same time, I am decidedly in 
favor of affording every reasonable guarantee for 
the safety of Southern institutions, which the 
houost convictions of the people — not l ho con- 
spirators — of tho S nth may demand, whenever 
they shall lay down t/uir arms , hut not until Uttn 
The arbitrament of the sword has been defiantly 
thrust into the face of the Government and coun 
try, ard there is no honorable escape from it. All 
gunrantets and all attempts at adjustment by 
amendments to the Constitution are now .•'corn- 
fully rejected, aud the leaders of the rebelli 
openly proclaim that they are lighting for their 
independence. In this contemptuous rejection of 
guarantees, and in this avowal of tho objects of 
tho rebellion now so audaciously made, we have a 
completo exposure of that fraud w hich through 
tho slavery agitation has been practiced upon 
tho public credulity for the last fifteen oi 
twenty years. In the light of this revelation, 
wo fuel as one awakened from the suffocating 
tortures of a nightmare, and realize what a base- 



deed a crying shame, that a State with so illus- 
trious a past should have written for her by her 
own chief magistrate, a page of history so utter- 
ly humiliating as this. But your Legislature 
have determined that during the present nnhap 
py war the attitude of the fcitate shall bo that of 
strict neutrality, and it is upon this determina- 
tion that I wish respectfully, bat frankly to com- 
ment. As the motives which governed the Leg- 
islature were doubtlosg patriotic and conservative, 
the conclusion arrived a c cannot be oonderonea 
as dishonorable, still, in view of the manifest duty 
of the State and of possible results, I cannot but 
regard it as mistaken and false, and one w’hich 
may have fatal consequence!. Strictly and le- 
gally speaking, Kentucky must go out of the 
l nion before she can be neutral. Within it she 
is necessarily either faithful to the government 
of the United States, or she is disloyal to it. If 
this crutch of neutrality npon which her well- 
meaning but ill judging politicians are halt- 
ing, can find any middle ground on which 
to rest, it has escaped mv researches, 
though I have diligently sought it. Neu- 
trality, in tho sense of those who now use 
the term, however patriotically designed, is, in 
effect, but a snake in the grass of rebellion and 
those who handle it, will sooner or later feel its 
fangs. Said one who spoko as man never spake, 

* ho who is not w ith us is against us;’ and of none 
of tho conflicts which have arisen between men 
or between nations, could this be more truthfully 
said, than of that in which we are now involved. 
Neutrality necessarily implies indifference. Is 
Kentucky indifferent to the issues of this contest? 
Has she, indeed, nothing at stake? Has she no 
compact with her sister States to keep, no plight- 
ed faith to uphold, no renown to sustain, no glory 
to wid? Has she no horror of that crime of 
crimes now being committed against us by that 
stupendous rebellion which has arisen like a 
tempest cloud in tho South? We rejoice to know 
that she is still a member of this Union, 
and as such she has the same interest in resisting 
this rebellion, that each limb of the bedv has in 
resisting a poignard, whose point is aimed at* the 
heart. It is her house that is on fire; has she no 
interest in extinguishing the conllagration? Will 
she stand aloof and announco herself neutral be- 
tween the raging flames and the bravo men who 
ate periling their liv as to subdue them? Hund- 
reds of thousands of citizens of other States — 
men of culture and character, of thought and of 
toil; men who have a deep stake in life and an 
intense appreciation of its duties and re- 
sponsibilities; who know the worth of this 
blessed government of ours, and do not 
prize en their own blood above it — 

I say, hundreds of thousands of such men 
have left their homes, their workshops, their of- 
fices, their counting-houses, and their fields, and 
are now rallying about our ll»g, freely offering 
their all to sustain it, and, since the days that 
crusading Europe throw it 3 hosts upon the em- 
battled plains of Asia, no deeper or more earnest 
or grander spirit has stirred the souls of men, 
than that which now sways those mighty masses 
whose gleaming tamers are destiood ere long to 
make bright again ths earth and skv of the dis- 
tracted South. Can Kentucky look upon this 
sublime spectacle of patriotism unmoved, and 
then say to herself: * I will spend neither blood 
nor treasure, but I will shrink aw»y while tie 
hatt Id rages, ami after it has teen fought and 
won, I will return to the camp, well assured that 
if 1 cannot claim the laurels, 1 wilt at least en- 
joy the blessings of i*> victory?” Is Ibis all 
that remains of her cln rain ? — of the chivalry of 
the land of the Shelbys, 1 ho Johnsons, the Al- 
lens, the Clays, the Adairs, and the Davisees? 
Is there a Kentuckian within the pound of my 
voice to-night, who can hear the anguished cry 
of his country, as she wrestles and writhes in the 
folds of this ’gigantic treason, and then lay him- 
self down upon las pillow with this thought of 
neutrality, without feeling that lie has some- 
thing in bis beeom which stings Inin worse than 
would an adder? Har e wo. within the brief 
psried of eighty years, descended so far from tl 0 
mountain heights on which our fathers stood, 
that already, in our degeneracy, we proclaim 
our blood* too preciou?, our treasure too 
valuable to be devoted to the preservation 
of such a government as this? They fought 
through a seven veers war with the’ g-eaiest 
power on earth fi*r the hope, the bare hope of be- 
ing able to found this Republic, and now that it

They are lighting for their inilepend 
ence! Independence of what? Independence of 
those laws which they themselves have aided in 
enacting; independence of that Constitution which 
their fathers framed and to which they are parties 
and subject by inheritance; independence of that 
beneficent Government on whose treasury and 
honors they have grown strong and illustrious. 
When a man commits a robbery on the highway, 
or a murder in the dark, he thereby declares hia 
independence of tho laws under which he live", 
and of the society of which ho is a membe . 
Should ho when arraigned avow and justify the 
offence, he thereby he omes the advocate of the 
independence he has thus declared; and, if he re- 
sists by forco of arms the officer, when dragging 
him to' the prison, the penitentiary, or the gal- 
lows. he is thereby fighting for the independence 
he has thus declared aud advocated; and such is 
the condition of the conspirator of the South at 
this moment. It is no longer a question of South- 
ern rights, which have never been violated, nor 
of security of Southern institutions, which we 
know perfectly well have never been interfered 
with by the General Governmo.it, but it is purely 
with us ft question of national existence. In 
meeting this terrible issue which rebellion has 
made up with the loyal mon of the country, we 
stand upon ground infinitely above all party lines 
and parly platform*— ground as sublime as that 
on which our fathers stood when they fought the 
battles of the Revolution.

But if in this anticipation 
we are doomed to disappointment; if the people of 
the United States have already become so degen- 
erate — may I not say so v craven— in the preseuca 
of their foes as lo surrender up this Republic to 
be dismembered and subverted by the traitors 
who have reared the standard of revolt against it, 
then I trust t he volume of American biitory will 
be closed and sealed up forever, and that those 
who shall survive this national humiliation will 
take unto themselves some other name — some 
name having no relation to the past, no relation 
to our great ancestors, no relation to those monu- 
ments and battle-fields which commemorate alike 
their heroism, their loyalty, and their glorv. 

But with the curled lip of fcorn we are told by 
the disunior.ists, that in thus supporting a Repub- 
lican administration in its endeavors to uphold 
the constitution and laws, wo are “submis.doo- 
ists," aud when they have pronounced this word, 
they suppose thoy have imputed to us the sum of 
all human abasement.

less as it may be deemod by some, we glory in 
the positon we occupy. For example: the law 
says “Tbou shalt not steal”; we submit to this 
law, and would not for the world’s worth, rob our 
neighbor of his forts, his arsenals, his arms, his 
munitions of war, bis hospital stores, or anything 
that i3 his. Indeed, so impressed are we with 
the obligations of this law, that wo would no 
more think of plundering from our neighbor half 
a milliou of dollats because found in one of his 
unprotected mints, than we would think of filch- 
ing a purse from his pocket iu a crowded tborougb- 
faae. Write us down therefore “submisdonists.” 
Again; Tho law *ays “»hou shalt not swear false- 
ly’: we submit to this law, and while in the civil 
or military service of the country, with an oath 
to support the Constitution ci the United Slate- 
r6atiug upon our consciences, wo wouid not for 
any earthly consideration, engage in the forma 
lion or execution of a conspiracy to subvert that 
veiy constitution, and with it the government to 
which it has given birth. \\ rite us down there- 
fore again “submission ists. 1 Vet again: When 
a President has been elected in strict accordance 
with the forms and spirit of the Consiituti w, 
aud has been regularly installed into < flice. 
and is honestly striving to discharge his duty by 
snatching the republic from the jaws of a gigan- 
tic treason which threatens to crush i«: we care 
not what his name may be or what the designa- 
tion of his political party, or what the platform 
on which he stood during the Presidential can- 
vass; we believe we fulfi l in sight of earth and 
heaven our highest obligations to our count 



rious reality which has excited the admiration 
aud the homage of the nations, and has covered 
us with blessing* as “the waters cover Abe chan- 
nels of the sea, have we, their children, no years 
of toil, of sacrifice, and of battle even, if need t*e, 
to give to save ; t. from absolute destruction at the 
hands of men who, Meoped in guilt, are perpetra- 
ting against us and humanity a crime, for which 
1 verily believe the blackest page of the history 
of the world’s darkest period furnishes no paraf- 
lel. Can it bn p>sJt>l« that in the history of the 
American people we have already reached a poi..t 
of degeqeracyis# low, that the work of Washing- 
ton and Frankin, of Adams and Jefferson, of 
Hancock and Henry, is to be overthrown, by tho 
morally begrimad and pigmi»d conspirators who 
are now tugging at its foundations? It would he 
the overturning of the Andes by the miserable 
reptiles that aro crawling in the sands at their 
base. 

But our noutnl follow citizen? in the tender- 
nees of their hearts say: “This effasion of blood 
sickens us. Tien do all in your power to bring 
it to an end. .^et the whole strength of this 
Commonwealth ho put forth in support of tho 
Government, in ?rdt?r that the war may be ter- 
minated by a (rompt suppression of the rebel- 
lion. The longer the struggle continue?, the 
fiercer will be its spirit, and the more fear- 
ful the waste of life attending it. You 
therefore, only aggravate the calamity vou 
deplore, by standing aloof from the combat, 
But again tbev say, “wo cannot fight our breth- 
ren.”

However much we may 
bow our head? a! the confession, it is nevertheless 
true that every Fee perplo that have existed have 
been obliged ut «ie period or other of their history 
to fight for their liberties against traitors within 
their own bosoms and that people who have not 
the greatness of loul tiiua to tight cannot long 
continue to be free, nor do they deserve to Le so. 

There is not anti there cannot ho any neu- 
tral ground for a loyal people between their own 
gov«rr.:::a:it and who at th» head of armies 

are menacing its TlbSrrfction. Your inaction is 
not neutrality, thouglyou mav delude yourselves 
with the belief that it is so. With this rebellion 
confronting yon, wher. you refuse to co-operate 
actively with your government in subduing it, 
you thereby condemn the government and assume 
towards it an attitude *f antagonism. Your iunc- 
tion is a virtual endorsement of the rebellion, and 
if you do not thereby rive to the rebols precisely 
that “aid and comfort spoken of in the Con- 
stitution, ycu certainly afford them a 
moat powerful encouragement and support. 
That they regard your piesent position as friend- 
ly to them, is proved by iho fact, that, in a re- 
cent enactment of the Confederate Congress con 
tiscating the debts due from their own citizens to 
thoso of loval Slates, the debts due to the people 
of Kentucky are ex pres lv excepted. Is not this 
significant? Does it leave any room for doubt 
that the Confederate Congress suppose thoy have 
discovered ur.d*r the guise of your neutrality a 
lurking sympathy for their came which entitles 
you to be treated as friends if not as active 
allies? Patriotic as was the purpose of her 
apprehensive statesmen in placing her in the 
anomalous position she now occupies, it cam o 
he denied tnat Kentucky hv her present atti- 
tude is exerting a potent i’nflence in s; reDg'bening 
the rebellion and is therefore false alike to her 
loyalty and to her fame. You may reu well as- 
sured that this estimate of your nvutralit v is en 
tertained by the true pen of the country in *11 
the States which are now sustaining the Govern- 
ment. Within the last few weeks, how many of 
those gallant volunteers, who have left home and 
kindred and all that i* dear to them, ar.d are now 
under a Southern sun, exposing themselves to 
death from disease and to death from battle, and 
are accounting their lives as nothing in the effort 
they aro making for the deliverance of vour 
Government and their?; how many of them 
have said to me in sadness and in long- 
ing. “Will not Kentucky help me; ’ How 
my soul would have leaped could I have 
answered promptly, confidently, exultingly, 
“yes, ahe will.” llut when 1 thought of this 
neutrality, uiy heart sank within mo, and 1 did 
not and 1 could not look those brave men in tho 
I face.

The seces- 
sionist* apologize for it upon the ground that it 
was done by Confederate soldiers. It is true they 
were Confederate soldiers, but they were citizens 
formerly of this county, and had been sent back 
to vote for Burnett and had voted for Burnett 
before their treatment of Cox. Union men are 
daily threatened by lawless scoundrels iu all tho 
couutits west of the Tennessee River. 

A lady friend of the writer, but a few weeks 
nee, privately informed him that a few days 
before she heard two njen(«>oe abrothsr-iu law of 
her husband) say it would not be long be- 
fore Beadles would be four d hung up to a 
tree some where near Mayfield. Yesterday I 
was notifiyl by a reliable gentleman of having 
heard a similar threat made agai 1st Lucian An- 
'derson, J. S. Boiinger, and myself. Indeed such 
threats aro but daily occurrences, and are only 
prevented being put into execution by the 
strength and valor of tho Union men of our town. 

It would be dangerous for any one of the princi- 
pal Union men to pass about in some portions of 
the count}' al>ne. Indeed we are only in danger 
of a inob. These facts I hope you will not pub- 
lish as having come from this point, as I am 
known to be your correspondent, and would ex- 
pose me to the enraged mob or assassination. I 
was informed a few days since, by a gentleman 
of known valor and high standing and iotegrity, 
that he was afraid to write you the outrages per- 
petrated and threatened upon tho Union men of 
his place (Paducah), as it would enda ger his 
life to do so. Tnis is the condition of things in 
the Purchase.

The same gentleman informs us that over ten 
thousand hogsheads of tobacco were disposed of 
iu New Orleans in one day during the week 
The tobacco is intended for the French market, 
and the French purchasers paid for it in gold, in- 
stead of bills as heretofore.

Washington, July 9, 1861. 

There is but littlo to write about from the Na- 
tional Capital tho substance of which has not 
already been transmitted to yon by telegraph. 
It is a very reprehensible practice for correspon- 
dents here to send abroad all the various rumors 
and exaggerations which fill the air as thick as 
motes in a sunbeam. All that is writton concern- 
ing army movements springs from the imagina- 
tions of those whose invet live faculties make the 
moat they feed on. Nothing is known here as to 
the programme of the war; the avenue is alive 
with soldiers, and regiments are daily sent 
over the river into Virginia or by the rail- 
road towardi the upper Totomac to strength- 
en the advancing division under General 
Patterson. These movements may be chron- 
icled, but beyond them all is gnes3-work. 
Washington has forgotten the panic which pre- 
\ ailed at the time of the President’s proclamation, 
aud a sense of security exists, which has restored 
its usual gayeties, though private entertainments 
are ve ry limited to what they have been heretofore. 
The depleted condition of the Federal treasury 
most sensibly affects all kinds of business here, 
and puts a constraint upon social enjoyment. T he 
treasury is the mainspring which lends motion to 
all the various wheels within wheels in the Dis- 
trict. 

Our State delegation is all on the ground and 
unanimous in their determination to support the 
Government. Threo of thorn are chairmon of 
committees. To Mr. Crittenden, Speaker Grow 
extended the honor of the head of Foreign Af- 
fairs, which, from tho complication of our diplo- 
matic relations in Europe, promises to be a deli- 
cate and important position. Mr. Mallory is at 
the head of the Committee on Roads and Canals, 
and Mr. Dunlap of that on the Expenditures in 
the Navy Department. Mr. Wickliffe is on the 
Post- Office aud the F^xpenditures of the Post- 
Office Committees; Mr. Menzies on the Commit- 
tee on .Elections and on Kevisal and Unfiuished 
Business: Mr. Grider on Revolutionary Claims 
and on Mileage; Mr. Jackson takes position on 
the Military Affair?, and Mr. Wadsworth on the 
Naval; Mr. Harding on the Territorial Commit- 
tee; Mr. Mallory is also on the Committee on In- 
dian Affairs, and Mr. Dunlap on that of Ac- 
counts. 

The House has determined to confine itself ex- 
clusively to matters relevant to the President s 
call for a special session, which will render the 
session a short one, not extending beyond the 
present month. All matters which do not come 
strictly within t k^is prescribed limit will be refer- 
red to the appropriate committees aud prepared 
for the winter session, which will bo most em- 
phatically a business one. There will be no op- 
position w'orthy of consideration to tho full 
amount of men and money asked for by the Pres- I 
ident, for it is the unanimous w ish to have the ; 
war prosecuted with vigor as the means 
to attain a speedy peace. This can be 
done very readily. As the main army works its 
way into Virginia, occupying all the country 
north of tho James river, detachments will be 
sent into Tennesooe to support the Unionists 
there, and simultaneously there will be flank 
movements by sea to occupy the ports of entry 
North Carolina, Georgia, &c. These cities 
will be held, the custom-houses reoponod, ar.d 
cjimnerce released from its imprisonment, so that 
the great staples of the South can go forward to 
tboir markets through the world without ob- 
struction. Some may regard thii movement as 
impracticable, and requiring a largo expenditure 
of money and loss of life. This will prove incor- 
rect. The commercial South does not sympa- 
thise with the secession movement, and the first 
opportunity will be embraced to open relations 
with the outside world. The adminis'rat i >n has 
indubitably possessed itsolf fully iu relation to 
the local foeling in the Southern Atlantic cities 
before it originated this plan of operations, ar.d 
therefore its success is certain. The beautiful 
strategy which will soon lie developed cannot fail 
to add to the military reputation of Gen. Scott. 

It will accomplish the most important results and 
with the least possible effusion of blood.

The War in Missouri. — W e find the follow- 
ing in the St. Louis papers of Saturday. After 
giving the details of the battle at Florida and 
Monroe Station, as announced by telegraph, the 
RepnblirAn say?: 

Dcy before yesterday strong reinforcements ar- 
rived from Hannibal and the we«t to the aid of 
Col. Smith. Gen. Harris seeing that bis men 
were incapable of making effectual resistance, 
being armed with shot guns and common rifle?, 
ordered them to leave and look out for tboir own 
safety. 

He also ordered thorn to assemble as speedily 
as possible, in the northern part of Callaway 
c< unty, where he intended makiDganothor stand. 
\esterday, Harris, with fifty men. was about ten 
miles from Mexico, the balance of bis force be- 
ing scattered over the surrounding country. On 
his side there are none reported killed, and only 
three slightly wounded. On the Federal side only 
those already mentioned. 

Gen. Harris intends making another stand in 
Callaway county. The excitonient through the 
county is great, young men leaving with what 
arms they could obtain, in parties of tens and 
twenti-a. Hundreds of them yesterday passed 
through Mexico, and it is estimated that General 
Harris 8 force when re- assembled was several 
thousand men. The road master on the Hanni- 
bal and St. Joseph rood reports tho Salt river 
bridge destroyed and the remains now lying in 
the bed of the stream, and all the culverts de- 
stroyed between Palmyra and Salt river. 

A provision train from Hudson City for Mon- 
roe was thrown from the track yesterday by a 
rail being displaced. Between Hudson City and 
Monroe there is a large amount of track torn up, 
and tho officers of the North Missouri road report 
that no train arrived at Hudson yesterday, or 
will be able to under some days. 

The Jefferson City correspondent of the St. 
Louis Democrat, under date of the 12th says: 

By the steamboats Russell and H. D. Bacon, 
just down from above, we have received news 
here from Booneville. A citizen of that place, 
who came a passenger on one of the boats, states 
that the United States troops have, since last 
Wednesday, been every night under arms, ex- 
pecting to be attacked. 

The secessionists are gathering in large num- 
bers on the other side of the river, at Rocbport 
and other places, in and arouud Boonville. 

Jackson’s follower are becoming very bold and 
defiant. All the telegraph wires around Boon- 
ville h ive been cut down 
A similar threatening aspect of things exists at 
Lexington. 

Reinforcements and principally artillery, are 
very much wanted at both places. 

Here at Jefferson City all is quiet. The troops 
sent out by Colonel Boernstien have not yet re- 
turned from their expedition to Cole Camp and 
Syracuse. 

The Home Guard of Miller county, under 
command of Cant. Coppes, have taken possession 
of Tuscumbiu, the county seat of Miller county, 
and hoisted the American flag in fomt of the 
courthouse. Two cannon were taken by Cap*. 
Coppes, which the rebels had carefully concealed. 

John Wilson, one of the leading secessionists, 
and lately an officer in Jackson's army, has been 
arrested and tent to Col. Boornsteins head- 
quarters. 

The Home Guards of Usage county have, by 
order of Col. Boernstein. made a descent upon 
Chamois set tleinent, whore a secession company 
| was in full organization. They dispersed the 
armed men aDd arrested the leaders, .las. Shobe 
j Gnlli h, A. J. Fitzpatrick, J. Waggoner, N. 
Whitesides, Further C. Willing, of Medora, Jno. 
Dill, of Loose Creek, and Silos G. Morrow, were 
brought in as prisoners. AH of them took the 
oath of allegiance, and were released by Colonel 
Boernstein, with the single exception of Silas G. 

! Morrow, who refused to take the oath, and is still 
in custody. 

The Missouri Democralt add?: 

Mr. St. John, a citizen of Hannibal, Mo., left 
that city Friday night, at 10 o’clock, on the Keo- 
kuk steamer, and arrived in this city this morn- 
ing. He brings full and reliable reports from 
Monroe Station, on the Hannibal and St. Joseph 
Railroad, where tho traitor Brigadier General 
Tom Harris bad surrounded a small command of 
Iowa, Illinois, and Missouri Union troops under 
Cob Smith. 

List night the IlAnnibal Homo Guards, num- 
bering about VjO men, arrived home safely. They 
report that they, along with a detachment of 
Iowa and Illinois troops, numbering 300 or 100 
men, were surrounded dav before yesterday at 
the Seminary on the prairie near Monroe Station 
of the Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad, by a 
force of rebel cavalry under Gen. Harris, num- 
bering about 1,600 men. 

They were formed into a hollow square pre- 
pared to receive the attack of the entmv, but 
the cowards did not dare to make the charge. 
The condition of the federal forces was every- 
thing but pleasant, as they were short of ammu- 
nition and provisions, and as the enemy were 
"eing constantly reinforced, there was danger of 
being eventually wiped out, unless they could bo 
reinforced. 

On yesterday afternoon, however, about four 
o’clock, their deliverers came, in a body of about 
three hundred mounted men from Illinois, who 
had crossed the river at Marion City, and dashed 
arrosed the country, a distance of 'more than 30 
miles, to the rescue of their friends in the space 
of about four hours. 

As soon as the rebels saw the Illinois horsemen 
dashing in they scattered incontinently in all di- 
rect ions. Desperate efforts were made to capture 
Toil II Arris. He was closely pursued, and was 
obliged to leave his horse and take to the bushes, 
following the example of bis illustrious predeces- 
sor, Jaroos S. Green. His horse was among the 
prizes. A number of the rebels were captured. 

The lots of the Union men, under Captain 
Smith was at first reported at one dead and four 
or five wounded. Mr. St. John says, however, 
that the C ptain McAllister who was reported 
killed, was only severely' wounded and will re- 
cover probably. 

Mr. St. John says there was great rejoicing at 
the result, and that large infantry reinforcements 
were hour 1 v expectrd from Illinois. 

The track is repaired to Ely Station and vigor- 
ous efforts are being made to put the road into 
operation. Salt River bridge was not burned, 
but several of the small bridges were. 

Some of Harris s men commenced depredations

Col. Woodruff in the Field— Capture or 
Horses, Wagons, Arms, &c. — The lie t of gov- 
ernment steamers employed to take to 1 lie ; 
Kanawha river the First and Second Kentucky 
regiments, arrived at Cincinnati yesterday, and 
by tho arrival the Enquirer has the f Rowing 
particulars of the attack and capture of Guy'an- 
dotte, a reputed secession town, and flight of 
rebel troop*: 

The three steamers having on board the First 
Regiment were ten miles ahead of the three 
boats having on board the Second Regiment. 
The Belle Creole, with three companies under 
charge of Major Lei per, grounded and was passed 
by the second division of the tloel. She after- 
ward got afloat and accompanied the Second Reg- 
iment to Burlington, where the boats lay to un- 
der orders from General Cox not to leave until 
daybreak, and then land half a mile below Guv- 
p.ndotte anil take possesion of that place and 
capture tho rebel troops there encamped. Tho 
dragoons at Guy'andolte, it will be remembered, 
seized the stores, &c , on the Fanny McBurnie be- 
longing to the government, a few days since, 
and appropriated them to their own use. The 
thirteen hundred Kentuckians under Colonel 
Woodruff, with six rounds of cartridges to each 
man. landed a mile below the town, and on a 
double-quick time rushed upon the village. A 
company of dragoons, numberiug one hun- 
dred, under command of Fix -Congressman 
Jerkins, fired at our troop*, and at first took a 
position for a tight, but the tiring and charge 
of the Kentuckians was eo decisive that they 
retreated on their chargers precipitately, leaving 
one of tbeir number dead on the streets. The 
citizens of the town, men, women, and children, 
were fleeing in every direction; but, when assured

XXXYIITfl CONGRESS— EXTRA SESSION, 
i Saturday’s Proceedings. 

Washington, July 15. 

House . — The Speaker laid before tho House this 
afternoon a communication from t tie Postmaster 
General in compliance with the law which re- 
quires him to stato tho reasons for discontinuing 
the mails in the so-called seceded States. 

Mr. Blair offered the preamble— 

Whereas, John B. Clark was elected a member 
on the first Monday in August: and, whereas, 
since that time said Clark held commission in the 
Gaard of Missouri under the rebel government, 
and took a part in the engagement at Iioonvillo, 
therefore — 

Rtsolved , That said John B. Clark has forfeited 
his right as a Representativ e of this Congress, 
and is hereby expelled. 

Ho said that Mr. Clark took up arms against 
the Government, and this was sufficient for hi- 
expulsion. The third district of that State wa« 
loyal, and is therefore entitled to a loyal repre- 
sentative. He demandtd the previous question. 

Np.w York, July 13. 

The government has accepted a tender from 
Gov Morton of 500 cavalry. 

Gen. Fremont arrived hore last evening from 
Washington, accompanied by Col. Asbotte, and 
will remain here several day s occupied in com- 
pleting the organization of his Department.

Beverly, Va., July 12. 

Y’esterday morning Gen. McClellan ordered 
four regiment?, tbo Eighth, Tenth, and Thir- 
teenth Indiana volunteers and tbe Nineteenth 
Ohio, to proceed along tbe line of the bills south- 
east of tho enemy’s entrenched camp to the Bev- 
erlv road whore it crosses Rich Mountain, two 
miles east of the enemy's position, with orders 
to advance along the Beverlv road and attack 
tbe east ride of the works, Gen. McClellan beiug 
prepared to assault the rrert side a-? eoon a# 
tiring should announce the commencement of the 
attack. 

The capture of a courier who mistook the road 
through tho enemy’s camp for that of our troops, 
placed the enemy in possession of the movement, 
when Gen. lfoseucrans reached the Beverlv road 
at 12 1\ M. 

After a most exhausting march over the moun- 
tains. he found the onemv posted upon the oppo- 
site side of the road about 800 strong, with two 
cannon, partially fortified. An engagement in- 
stantly took place, and continued three quarters 
of an hour, when tho rebels were totally routed, 
with a loss of 300 men, including 10 officers and 
both cannon. About 75 killed and as many 
wounded fell into our hands and 100 others pris- 
oners. 

The road was between two hills. Our troops 
descending a 3toep declivity were greatly exposed 
to tbe tire of the rebori, who occupied the oppo 
rito hill, and poured musketry shot and slrell 
upon them. 

Gen Rosencran8'8 column remained at the 
pla* e of engagement during the night. 

Gen. McClelland was in position with his whole 
force during the whole afternoon ready to make 
the assault, but heard nothing from the other col- 
umn except distant firing. 

Early in the morning ho was proceeding to 
plant cannon upon au eminence commanding the 
rebel camp and to attack the whole nest in 
front, when it was ascertained that the enemy 
h&il evacuated tho prico during the night, mov- 
ing towards Laurel Ilill, leaving a few men, their 
sick and all their tents, cannon, and camp equip- 
age and transportation. 

A ranid march was then made by Gen. McClel- 
lan to Beverly, passing Gen. Koeencran s column 
on the road wit., instructions to follow qnickly. 

At Beverly it was ascertain tained that late in 
the day tho rebel forces at laurel Hill had re- 
treated, moving toward Romney. 

Our total loss was not more tuan 11 killed and 
35 woueded. 

I he above report is approved by General Mc-
